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RMS Addition Welcomes Students

"Awesome!" said a chorus of fourth graders as 
they reacted to their brand new homeroom at Rochester 
Memorial School. Although the holidays were behind 
them, these youngsters were unraveling a new gift in the 
form of a $26.5 million school renovation and addition 
project that has been in construction since last spring. 

On Tuesday, January 4, students filed into a 
new and improved Rochester Memorial School. The $11 
million, two-story addition, a 31,000 square foot building 
with 17 new classrooms including an art room, welcomed 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders eager to witness the 
completion of a project that has been ongoing for months. 
The Kindergarten class also settled into the addition, 
although on a temporary basis, while its own classroom is 
bring renovated in the main building during the next few 
months.

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Each of the new classrooms in the addition are 
outfitted with an interactive whiteboard teaching station 
and document camera, and include four portable laptop 
labs, a portable iPod lab and four desktop workstations. 
As well as new technology, the addition is run off a 
new septic system and wells, with new plimibing and 
furniture. 

Rochester Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
said that the technology came in at a cheaper price than 
usual, as the struggling economy kept bids low. "I think 
if s exciting, the brand new addition. It came out terrific 
and everyone on the team working on it has done a 
fantastic job," Mr. LaCamera said. 

Art teacher Joanne Smith waited excitedly for 
her first batch of students to arrive. "This is amazing. I 
love the open space and natural lighting." She pointed 
to a special kiln room adjourning the art classroom that 
is being offered to the students for the first time. "I'm so 
excited for the kids. It is really about them," she said. 

On the northern wing of the original building, a 
new band room, as well as a music room, was opened for 
the first time to classes. The two spaces have high ceilings, 
ample sunlight and space for its aspiring musicians. 

"I'm so ecstatic. This is the nicest place to be. 
I've never before had windows. My old classroom did 
not have windows and that is a tough environment to 
teach in," said Sue Ellis, the music teacher. Band teacher 
Chris Williamson rearranged the furniture with jazz 
music setting the mood. She said the new space is a major 
improvement over her previous teaching spot, the stage in 
the cafeteria where lunchtime noises were distracting. 

Danni Kleiman, sixth grade teacher, led an 
eager flock of students carrying their supplies to their 
new room. "I'm very excited," she said, remarking that

CVS Eyes Mattapoisett Location

CVS, a national pharmacy chain, has approached 
local property owner Wayne Walega about setting up 

shop on a 1.3-acre site fronting North Street and Route 6 
in Mattapoisett. The U.S. Post Office, Seaport Village Ice

Cream and Coffee Shop, Mayhew Valet Pro Qeaners, an 
apartment complex and a single-family home currently 
occupy the site, which sits right at the town's portal. 

"CVS has contacted me and has looked at the site 
and has interest," confirmed Mr Walega this week, who 
said the company is conducting studies to ensure that 
demographics can support the store. He said the result of 
this "due diligence" exercise, which will take another two 
to three months to complete, will determine if CVS wants 
to move forward. 

"They're interested and I'm interested. But 
right now it's all conjecture and the whole thing could 
disappear overnight. It could all be for naught," he said. 

Mr. Walega would not speak to the possible 
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relocation of area businesses and residents, but did 
confirm that the U.S. Post Office recently signed a five- 
year contract, and therefore would remain on site for at 
least that amount of time. "That is the only real definite," 
he said. 

Interestingly, the site previously housed a 
pharmacy - the Seaport Pharmacy - but the 15-year old 
business was closed down when Louise Vandel took over 
ownership and started the Seaport Village Ice Cream and 
Coffee Shoppe in January 1996. Currently, Mattapoisett 
has no pharmacy and residents have to travel to 
Fairhaven or out-of-town to buy prescribed medications. 

"We're running about 50-50 here, 50 percent in 
favor and 50 percent not in favor," said Ms. Vandel of her 
Seaport Village patrons. She said even some of her long- 
time customers desire the convenience of a pharmacy 
in town. "I've been surprised by the support from older 
people, regular people who have lived in town their 
whole lives," she said. 

Mr. Walega said that residents have approached 
him to express support for the deal. "I've had other 
people approach me. It's interesting, really, that people 
like the idea of not going to Fairhaven," he said. 

Ms. Vandel said that in one or two years, she will 
be looking to slow down and possibly retire, but that if 
a deal goes through within months she will have to find 
another location. "I will still run the slip if this happens 
more quickly," she said. 

A lifetime Mattapoisett resident, Mr. Walega 
strongly feels that the architecture of a future store should 
blend with town buildings. "I've visited a number of 
stores in the Cape that were built to in the style of a New 
England setting. They could fit into the community." 

If the deal goes ahead, CVS will need to go 
through a lengthy permitting process through the town. 
The site is located in the Village Business District, a 
zoning overlay that was approved by the town at its 
spring meeting in 2005, and thus will be subject to those 
rules. The bylaws prohibit drive- thru establishments, thus 
CVS would have to ask for leniency from town boards to 
construct one. 

Mr. Walega stressed again that he does not want 
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an eyesore on that corner, but something palatable to long 
time residents who value Mattapoisett's character. 

"I'd want it to be part of town, not something that 
the community doesn't want," he said. In the meantime, 
he said, it is up to CVS to decide whether Mattapoisett is a 
good fit for its interests.

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette on January 4 in the Marion Town House 
conference room. Also in attendance were Selectmen 
Jonathan Henry and Stephen Gushing, Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Debbie Paiva. 

For the first appointment, the Board met 
with Robert Wilson, applicant for the 2015 Oversight 
Committee vacancy.

Mr. Wilson, a seasonal resident of Marion, is 
an economist working in Cambridge, MA.

MICROCfflPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

January 3 at 7:05 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Thomas Magauran, John 
Sweeney, Joseph Napoli, Sherman Briggs, Steve Gonsalves 
and Planning Board Secretary Terry Santos. 

The first order of business was a request for 
an Amendment to Conditions of a Special Permit 
and Approval of an Association Trust Agreement for 
Coolmar Compound, located on Point Road. Attorney 
Dick Schaefer, who represented the applicant, said that 
the original 2004 Special Permit allowed a "waterfront 
compound" which consisted of nine lots. These lots 
include four with homes, four vacant lots and one, 
which abutted Point Road, to be utilized as open space 
as required by zoning bylaws. Stating that the permits 
were a "long, drawn out affair," Mr. Schaefer said that 
the intent was for the homeowners' association trust to 
become one large compound that is not divided like a 
usual subdivision. Mr. Schaefer said that the final two 
conditions of the Special Permit had been completed and 
he was seeking the board's approval to finalize the effort. 

In discussion, it was noted that Coolmar 
Compound was originally family-owned land which grew 
into a faiiuly compound, yet the homes built there were 
not spaced out as currently required in zoning bylaws. 
Several of the homes have been moved into the divided 
lots, and configured to suit current lot requirements. 
When asked about the six year time lapse between the 
original Special Permit and the meeting, Mr. Schaefer 
said that the easement plans, which included roadways, 
utility, emergency access and abutter issues, took time to 
ascertain and that the land court and surveyors took three 
years to settle easement issues. Mr. Schaefer also said that 
the remaining vacant lot that was to be turned over to the 
Sippican Lands Trust (SLT), was now turned back to the 
homeowners association trust, due to the new direction of 
the SLT, which is stewardship and not land acquisition. 

Mr. Schaefer said that he had provided Jon 
Witten, Marion town counsel, with the updated status 
of the Special Permit. Chairman Ryder responded with a 
letter from Mr. Witten, which stated that no public hearing 
was required and that, subject to Mr. Witten's approval 
of the subiiutted documents, the board will vote on the

application at the next meeting scheduled for January 18. 

Next up was a Special Permit public hearing for 
a pier at 101 Cove Circle. David Davignon of Schneider 
Associates said that the request was for a residential pier 
for access to boating, swimming and fishing. The property 
has a 250 ft. frontage and consists of 2.25 acres, thereby 
qualifying it for the pier. The applicant is proposing 
a boardwalk/ walkway to cross wetlands to get to the 
beach area. The pier will be built both on land and by 
barge in the water. Mr. Davignon said that the Marion 
Conservation Commission and the Marion Harbormaster 
as well as other state required permits had been 
approved. The board motioned to continue the hearing to 
February 7 at 7:15 pm. 

Chairman Ryder opened the Public Hearing on 
proposed new Neighborhood Overlay District zoning 
rules.

in areas where town services, such as water and sewer 
already exist, makes sense. John Rockwell also weighed 
in with the suggestion that the map be titled and dated 
because it did not appear to be the 2010 assessors map. 
Other suggestions included defining the words "open 
space" and "affordable housing", which were used in the 
handout provided to the public. 

"What is the problem we are trying to solve?" 
Mr. Rockwell asked. He suggested reducing the size of 
the NOD and working with smaller parcel areas and 
increasing the radius over time. "Look at the building at 
Route 6 and Point Road. ..we need to figure out why that 
isn't working... people don't like it... the sidewalk is too 
close to the street," he said. 

Liz Brainard spoke and asked if the NOD would 
change what can be built now under existing bylaws. The 
board responded by saying that current bylaws would 
still be an option for existing owners in the NOD. "All 
commercial development is subject to a Special Permit," 
said Mr. Magauran. Ms. Brainard suggested that work 
be done to improve traffic safety in the area, possibly 
eliminating the intersection of Route 105 and Wells Road 
that runs from the Sippican Health Care Center and 
behind the Cumberland Farms on the northeast side of 
Route 6. 

"We need a no chain [establishment] bylaw," said 
Annie Rockwell, and asked why Marion had not pursued 
such a bylaw, which Nantucket and Warwick, RI utilize.

One action item was to develop a water use 
reduction campaign for the Town. 

The Committee reviewed water use reduction 
campaigns for towns in MA and the standards developed 
by Massachusetts EOEA and USEPA. The Committee 
found that such campaigns were developed for 
communities with municipal water supplies - meters and 
water bills and sewer systems that conveyed water out 
of the area. Since most Rochester residents are on private 
wells (about 100 buildings are linked to the Marion 
water supply system) with septic systems for waste 
disposal, Rochester residents are conserving because

they recycle water on their own properties, but they 
may not be preserving water quality since each septic 
system contributes nutrient pollution to groundwater 
that becomes the drinking water for people living down 
gradient. 

Protecting water quality will be the subject of 
another report from the Open Space Action Committee. 
In addition, Rochester residents need to know that the 
volume and quality of water in their wells can be affected 
by draw down from upgradient users, whether they be 
commercial, industrial or a large housing development. 

The Open Space Action Committee concludes 
that, at present, there is no need for a water use reduction 
outreach campaign for Rochester residents. However,

Exploring Forgotten New

Think you know all about 
New England?

If you enjoy poking through old cemeteries and 
stumbling upon ancient stone foundations in the forest, then 
this is the book for you. Old New England was rife with 
settlements that fizzled out due to sickness and 
impracticality. Mr. D'Agostino documents these 
forgotten places and people with enthusiasm. 

Among the most famous failed settlements 
was that of Dudley town in Connecticut. Legend 
states that, despite several attempts to settle, 
Dudley town was cursed to become a ghost town. 
Residents succumbed to sickness, misfortune, and 
even madness. 

Mr. D'Agostino tackles the legend of 
Dudley town, in addition to the stories of 
Bara-Hack and Daniels Village (Connecticut), 
Booby town and Flagstaff (Maine), East Weare 
and America's Stonehenge (New Hampshire), 
Scituate and Ramtail (Rhode Island) and 
Glastenbury (Vermont) . More than 25 strange 
New England sites, either grown-over or long forgotten, are 
detailed in this book. 

Massachusetts locations are well-represented in the book. 
These forgotten villages include: 

• Dogtown Common - This Cape Ann settlement, 
established between 1623-1643, was originally a thriving 
village of wealthy settlers, but declined after the Revolutionary 
War. Fishing, quarrying, and other industries drew workers 
away from the Common, and the small village was slowly 
abandoned. Unsavory characters, like squatters, moved into 
the abandoned buildings and brought with them stray dogs. 
The roving canines (who still make their ghostly presence 
known at night, the author alleges) gave the town its name. 

Mr. D'Agostino weaves the story of Dogtown Common, 
and its long-deceased residents. One was a matador-wannabe 
who was eventually gored by a bull at the Common. Others 
included a transvestite wash "woman", a legendary brothel 
and a plethora of witches and fortunetellers. Mr. D'Agostino 
offers a map and a list of cellar holes for thrill-seekers to 
use when exploring this abandoned village, which abuts the 
Babson Reservoir in Gloucester, MA. 

• The Quabbin Towns - The water source for the 




Boston area was gained at the loss of three towns in middle 
Massachusetts. The man-made reservoir was created in 1938 
and is named for a Native American sachem by the same 
name. 

Before being flooded, there were many villages and 
towns in the Quabbin region: Dana, North Dana, Prescott, 
North Prescott, Greenwich, Bobbinville, Enfield and Smith's 
Village among them. Imagine the heartache of these settlers 
when they had to leave their longtime homes. Not only could 
they never return, but their beloved space would be destroyed, 
forever hidden in a watery grave. 

Mr. D'Agostino details these residents - their migration 
from their houses, the relocation of their dead to a new 
cemetery, and the bizarre side-stories that might be forever 
forgotten if not documented in history books. 

These side stories include that of Warren Gibbs, a 
Quabbin resident who was allegedly murdered by his wife 
with arsenic-laced oysters. The details of his death are 
included on his tombstone, and the allegations were made by 
his brother, but never proven. 

Another murdering Quabbin wife, 
Bathsheba Spooner, hired men to murder her 
husband by throwing him in a well. According to 
Mr. D'Agostino, Bathsheba was the first woman 
in "the new America Republic" to be hanged on 
the gallows. Adding intrigue, an autopsy proved 
that she was also pregnant at the time of her 
execution. 

Other forgotten Massachusetts villages 
chronicled in Mr. D'Agostino's book include: 
East Brimfield, Haywardville, an allegedly cursed 
village in North Pepperell, and a mining town 
called Davis. Most of these abandoned hamlets 
are deep in the woods of western Massachusetts 
and North Shore. While the Tri-Town isn't 
represented in the book, all of the ghostly villages 
mentioned are just a day trip away. 

A seasoned paranormal researcher, Mr. D'Agostino 
touches upon the supernatural in just about every entry. 
Whether or not you believe in ghosts, the book is still an 
interesting collection of forgotten towns and settlements in 
New England. Moreover, this book is a wonderful jumping- 
off point for further research. While the author uses a lot of 
personal experiences and secondary sourcing for his research, 
a person could use the book as a way to start their own 
historical research. Or, you could read the book for the sake of 
entertainment and not worry yourself with historical accuracy. 

The entries include driving directions and information: 
some of the abandoned villages are located on private property 
and are inaccessible, while some are located on public 
property. This book is a great companion for the restless, 
history-seeking hiker. 

Pros: Fun to read, nice writing style, unusual local 
interest stories that haven 't been rehashed over and over. 

Cons: Some nebulous research practices ( secondary 
sourcing) and low-quality photographs. I eagerly await 
another edition with a glossy photograph insert. 
Grade: B+

On Reality

Rabbit Hole. Starring Nicole Kidman and Aaron Eckhart. 
Directed by John Cameron Mitchell. Running time: 92 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Grief is perhaps the weirdest thing everybody 
eventually has to go through. It tends to deform our sense of 
the past and present; it's like being on a hallucinogen that slows 
everything down unpleasantly. Elisabeth Kiibler-Ross helpfully 
defined five stages of it, but that might have been a comforting 
fiction. Grief isn't tidy enough to stay restricted to five levels; 
it grinds on, painfully and inconveniently, and nobody can tell 
you when it will or should stop. Rabbit Hole is one of the few 
films that understand this. An affluent couple, Becca and Howie 
Corbett (Nicole Kidman and Aaron Eckhart), lost their young 
son eight months ago. Becca, who stays home all day being 
reminded of the boy's absence, wants to eradicate any evidence 
that he was ever there. Howie obsessively watches a video 
of the boy on his phone whenever Becca isn't around. These 
people are walking open wounds, and they can't comfort each 
other or derive comfort from anywhere else. 

Sounds depressing, but it's precisely written (by David 
Lindsay- Abaire, adapting his own 2007 play) and directed with 
clear eyes and honesty by John Cameron Mitchell (Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch, Shortbus). The movie doesn't emote for us; it 
observes, quietly. This is yet another project in which Mitchell 
explores the trauma of outsiders and how they do or don't 
communicate; Becca and Howie are outwardly conventional — 
nice home and cars, the usual — but their loss separates them 
from the larger community. People who haven't been through 
it don't know how to act around them. They try going to a 
support group, but Becca tires of the "God talk" — she takes 
offense at the notion that her son died because "God needed 
another angel." This is the best Kidman has been in a film since 
Dogville; full of anger, but with no outlet for it, Becca punishes 
everyone around her and herself too, and Kidman conveys this 
mostly through small, razor-sharp shifts in intonation. Eckhart 
has the more difficult role, the husband trying to hold it together 
and make it back to some semblance of normalcy, and we 
see his own rage just in the way he plays racquetball near the 
beginning. Like Becca, he's temporarily insane but has a job 



and must keep up appearances. At times, Eckhart's mask of 
sanity, and how fast it drops, is more than a bit frightening. 

Mitchell also, it seems, likes to focus on the pain of 
unformed young men — the identity-less Hedwig and Tommy 
Gnosis; the depressed, onanistic James in Shortbus. Here it's 
Jason (Miles Teller, a genuine find), a smart teenager who 
accidentally hit the boy with his car. An odd but somehow 
logical relationship develops between Becca and Jason; they sit 
together in a park, talking quietly. Howie, meanwhile, continues 
going to the support group and finds solace (and marijuana) 
with the like-minded Gabby (Sandra Oh), who's been attending 
for eight years. Mitchell and Lindsay- Abaire satirize therapy- 
speak ever so gently, aware that it brings peace to some but 
becomes a crutch to others. 

Hedwig and Shortbus are two favorites of mine, 
but Rabbit Hole solidifies Mitchell's place on my brief list 
of directors I'll follow anywhere. He seems to want to make 
meaningful, healing films without all the sentimental muck 
that usually coats Hollywood films that try it. His work here is 
stripped down yet expressive — subtly poetic, like Ang Lee's 
The Ice Storm, another drama about the anguish of wealthy 
suburbanites. I do regret a bit of character tidiness: everyone in 
the movie is there solely to make a further point about Becca's 
or Howie's pain, and Becca's black-sheep sister Izzy (a lively 
turn by Tammy Blanchard) becomes conveniently-for-the-plot 
pregnant. But still, none of this is pushed; it's as if we're getting 
only the essential scenes and encounters from a marriage, 
with no flab. By the time Becca's mom (Dianne Wiest), who's 
suffered her own loss, defines the progress of grief in plain and 
simple words. Rabbit Hole has become a rarity — an honest 
work of catharsis.
